161 Aye Votes 
By Legislature

Herman Talmadge was named Governor of Georgia today 
by the General Assembly after a prolonged, dramatic and 
hectic session which started yesterday afternoon and pro- 
gressed into early hours of this morning. : 

The vote was: For Talmadge, 161; against (by voting 


present), 87. 
He was named to fill the post to which Georgians elected 


his late father, Eugene Talmadge. He succeeded in a show- 
down fight with the forces of M. E. Thompson, elected Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and claimant to the office by the right of 


succession. 
The joint session of the State Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives presented one of the greatest displays of political 
and parliamentary maneuvering the State has ever seen, 
with the Talmadge forces having the edge from the time of 
the first test of strength. But a narrow edge it was—two 
votes in a 126-128 defeat of an effort to have the Thompson 


claim presented to the Assembly first. 

From the time of this first show of strength in late afternoon 
until the beginning of the final vote after midnight, campaigning by 
the respective camps went forward at full speed and power. Both 
Herman Talmadge and Thompson established temporary: headquarters 
within the State Capitol.

Children sometimes ride 
as much as 60 miles a day, going 
and coming ... under the most 
trying conditions. 

“We expect children who per- 
haps stood in the cold for half an 
hour or more before boarding such 
a bus, and who were bumped 
along at freezing temperatures for 
30 miles, to arrive fresh and ready 
for a day’s school work,” he said. 
'“We shouldn’t expect too much 
from such children.” 

School buses, he pointed out, are 
operated under several plans. One 
is the contract system, whereby 
the contract to transport children 
is awarded the lowest bidder. 
This, in the opfnion of the Super- 
intendent, is a very unsatisfactory 
system. 


He cited one case of a man hav- 
ing received the contract to trans- 
port children over a 60-mile run 
for $150 a month, furnishing and 
maintaining the bus and buying 
all fuel. e said the only way 
this may be done is to get the 
poorest driver available—one un- 
qualified for any other type work 
—and a driver who is owner of an 
antiquated bus. 

Another system is for the school 
superintendent to purchase buses 
and hire drivers. Under money 
granted by the State for such pur- 
poses, the only alternative is to 
secure what the Superintendent 
called the “checker-player type 
man”—a neer-de-well who brings 
the children into school, plays 
checkers «ll day, and then makes 
the return trip home. 

More money should be appro- 

priated to maintenance and opera- 
‘tion of school buses, the Superin- 
tendent belteves. Drivers should 
be the highest type men. Buses 
should be safe. 
In this connection, a group of 
University of Georgia ctudent 
leaders, in a recent forum discus- 
sion, pointed out that Georgia's 
school buses are miserably poor, 
generally, and that under the 
present system of operation it is 
impossible for them to be kept in 
safe running condition. The stu- 
dents believe that operation of 
school buses should be centralized 
and not farmed out by counties; 
that a central garage for mainte- 
nance and overhauling should be 
set up.

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The Party Turns to George 


The Democratic Party, now a minority 
after almost 16 years of uninterrupted 
party power, has turned to Georgia’s sen- 
jor Senator, Walter F. George, to work 
out means of preventing the Republican 
majority from changing Senate rules “lim- 
iting debate.” 


That is a polite phrase employed by the 
Republicans which has for its purpose the 
ending of the ancient, and sometimes dis- 
reputable, art of the filibuster. 


The filibuster can be either honorable 
or dishonorable. In a corrupt legislative 
body, or in one which has lost its common 
sense and has set out on a policy of re- 
venge or ruin, the calm man with clarity 
of vision may filibuster until his associates 
have cooled down or until they give up 
the effort. The trouble has not been so 
much with the filibuster as with those 
who filibustered. For example, the fili- 
buster methods of Sen. Theodore Bilbo 


were so disgusting and coarse that the 
nation began to think of the filibuster in 
terms of Bilbo himself. Therefore, the 
filibuster took on an aura of evil. This 
is not necessarily true. 

As a matter of fact, we think it wrong 
to end the right of filibuster for the sim- 
ple reason that it would end the right of 
a minority to debate. Unlimited debate 
gives a minority its only opportunity to 
oppose, with any success, the various 
measures designated further to destroy the 
minority strength. Such a move would 
lead to other and more restrictive abuses 
by a majority. 

We have always opposed the filibuster 
methods of Bilbo and others of his kind. 

But we do believe in the right of full 
and unlimited debate and we trust that 
Sen. George and his committee will be 
able to save that right for this and future 
Congresses, some of which may see the 
Republicans again in the minority. 


Savannah Looks to Expanded Paper Uses 


The Savannah City Council, acting on 
suggestion of Mayor Peter Roe Nugent, 
has passed a resolution urging the Board 
of Regents of the University System to ac- 
quire the Herty Laboratory and to provide 
at Hunter Field a permanent college fea- 
turing courses in pulp and paper engineer- 
ing. | 

“The latest figures on wood pulp manu- 
facture in the United States describes 
more graphically than anything else the 
tremendous expansion and growth of the 
pulp and paper industry in the South,” 
ceciared Mayor Nugent. He continued: 


“In 1936—@ short ten years ago—only 5 per- 
cent of the wood pulp manufactured in the 
United States was made below the Potomac 
River. Today 70 percent of the wood pulp man- 
ulactured in the United States is produced by 
mills south of the Potomac. 

“This expansion of the pulp and paper in- 
Gustry in the South not only means steady jobs 
at good wages for many thousands of people, 
substantial salaries and responsible positions for 
the technically trained, but it also spells in- 
creased incomes for the farmers and other forest 
land owners, and more revenue for the rail- 
roads and other public carriers, and additional 
business for hundreds of firms and concerns sell- 
ing materials or services. 

“ ... It is only natural that Georgia should 
attract certain segments of the nation’s rapidly 
expanding pulp and paper industry. Here in 
the Empire State of the South, we have 24,000,- 
000 acres of land—more than half of the State's 
landed area—producing and reproducing trees— 
our greatest natural, renewable resourge. To- 
day this giant tree farm produces forest products 
valued by the State Department of Forestry at 
$225.000.000 annually, and provides employment 
for more than 120,000 people. 


“The manufacture of paper is comparatively 
new to the South. Those Southern mills that 
have pioneered in the development of higher 
quality papers, whether it be kraft or so-called 
slick finish papers, have had to call on the skills 
and techniques of trained chemists, technicians, 
paper makers and others skilled in the know- 
how of the sulphate and sulphite processes from 
the Middle West, New England, Canada, and 
other States and countries which once monopo- 
lized paper production. o 

“For more than a decade now Georgia’s 
fertile areas have been furnishing the raw ma- 
terial for our pulp and paper mills. Why should 
we not immediately establish an institution of 
learning which will enable us to furnish from 
among our Georgia youth properly trained per- 
sonnel for the pulp and paper mills? 

“Savannah, happily, owns the property on 
which the Hunter Field Branch of the University 
of Georgia is now located. All facilities, such 
as electrical distribution systern, waterworks, 
sewerage system, roadways and the like, are 
already there. The Herty Laboratory is fully 
equipped and operating, and is located here in 
Savannah. One of the finest contributions that 
could be made to the youth of Georgia, and to 
the economy of our State, and to greater indus- 
trial development, would be to move the Herty 
Laboratory to the Hunter Field Branch of the 
University of Georgia, and with this as a nu- 
cleus, create and develop a college featuring 
courses and instructions that will enable the 
young man of tomorrow to take his rightful posi- 
tion in our rapidly developing pulp and paper 
industry.” ! 

While objections may develop to the 
Savannah proposal, there is no denying 
that Georgia too long has neglected the 
great economic opportunities offered in an 
expanding paper and pulp industry. 

The least we can do is investigate the 
possibilities with a view to capitalizing as 


much as possible on our resources. 


The Ides of March Are Coming 


It is interesting to note that in Britain 
a Labor Government does not hesitate to 
employ troops to nullify a strike of truck 
drivers. 

These trucks were engaged in bring- 
ing food supplies to feed gigantic London. 
The net result was not good. A wave of 
sympathy strikes began. Use of troops, 
which seems always to be one of the first 
suggestions, is not desirable except in the 
most dire sort of emergency, and even 
then cannot be said to be wholly desir- 
eble. History has too many illustrations 
of what happens when the sons and fa- 
thers of persons involved in labor disputes 
are called out against them. 


When a Labor Government cannot 
solve its labor problems without use of 
troops, it serves to illustrate that perhaps 
our own struggles and labor difficulties 
are not, as we thought, the worst ever. 

All this is by way of introduction to 
the fact that March and the end of the 
coal agreement are coming. So far there 
has been no public announcement of any 
plans for a possible shutdown of the 
mines. No one knows where John L. 
Lewis’ ambitions will take him. It seems 
highly important that some sort of plan- 
ning be going on to bring about discus- 
sions and production and that we not wait. 
for the final day when the mines are 
closed to begin such discussions and plans.

--- That Pertain 
To Government’ 


Sophocles, in the “Ode To Antigone,” said of 
Man: 


ee “There are many fearful and wonderful things, 

but none is more fearful and wonderful than man. He makes his 
path: over the storm-swept sea and he harries Old Earth with his 
plow. He takes the wild beasts captive and turns them into his 
servants. He has taught himself speech and wind-swift thought, 
and the habits that pertain to government. Against everything that 
confronts him he invents some resource—against death alone he 
has no recourse.” j 

It is interesting to note that the ancient philosopher asserte 
man had taught himself merely certain habits pertaining to gov- 
ernment. 

There is no science, no hard-and-fast set of mathematical rules. 

Many centuries have sped by since the philosopher put down 
his thoughts. - But today, as city, county, state and national gov- 
ernments struggle with t problems of government, it is easy to 
see that the habits man has formed pertaining to government are 
not strongly fixed and may be more easily broken than the ciga- 
rette or cocktail habit. 

There are many persons who have believed they had developed 
a political science. 


: s Machiavelli, the great and ruthless prince whose 
Machiavelli name has come to mean deception and corrup- 
tion, said that his science was sure. He was advising men who 
had thrones to keep and his political science was brief and to the 
point. “Always make a show of observing the accepted code of 
ethics and morals, but disregard them—combine cunning with ruth- 
lessness and practice deceit as a matter of policy.” 

He himself ended in disaster, as did some who took his advice. 
Many have taken it since, notably Mussolini and Hitler and some 
of our provincial believers in the political science of Machiavelli. 
Hitler was a fanatic about giving every action a legal aspect. He 
invented a moral code which was good enough to allow most of the 
clergy to swallow it without gagging in public. 

There have been other politicians who produced a scientific 
approachment to government, and all have failed. It is not an 
exact science and, as a matter of harsh fact, man has no specific 


recourse for the ills of his government. 

Arts The truth is there are many sciences which may be applied 
to government. No science may provide a blueprint for 

governing. But many sciences may allow a man or a party to domi- 

nate government and write his own chart. 

The greatest of the sciences which may be applied to government 
is, I believe, psychology. 

There is a new science which measures, rather well, public opin- 
ion and its reaction to appeals and to policies. There is the science 
of economics which, for all the false and easy simplification of it 
as “supply and demand,” nevertheless is becoming more and more 
exact. But, the political party which must make use of this science 
must also understand what are the economic needs of the people 
and what their attitude is toward how that need should be met. 
The Democratic party learned that lack of information was not 
good enough and saw a nation literally stampeded because it couldn't 
get steak, which only a_ small percentage of the people would be 


able to buy in any amount. 
Folklore The political |party must also be able to overcome 
certain fixed ideas which the people possess as a sort 
of folklore of government.| For example, in Georgia’s curious con- 
troversy over: the office df Governor, the most difficult obstacle 
the Talmadge forces had overcome was the feeling on the part 
of the people that an attempt at inheritance of office was being 
made. Their argument about the legality of their position, which 
was supported by many the best legal. minds, was difficult to 
get across because of this any opinion. As one looks back on it, 
the late Franklin D: Roosévelt looms as an even greater political 
personality than he has been rated. The anti-third-term opinion was 
hard-set in the folklore of our politics. 

Psychology—social psyichology—remains the greatest single 
science to be applied to politics. Man always lacks something, or 
thinks he does, and the party or politician who can best answer 
that feeling comes nearest) the art of political science.

Two Union Practices 


Seem Wrong to Me 


I have many good friends who are leading 

figures in various groups of organized labor. I 

= have, at various times, discussed the fundamentals 
of union organization and practice with them. Hence the views I 
hold on the subject, generally, will not be new to them if I repeat 
them here. Briefly, there are two foundation tenets in union prac- 
tice which I think are diametrically opposed to the fundamental 
rights and freedoms of the American citizen. I believe both of 
them violate basic rights pf American workers, rights more im- 
portant to freedom than any union, its success or its maintenance. 

Otherwise, I believe strongly in unions. I believe in the right 
of labor to organize without restraint or hindrance. I believe, 
thoroughly, in collective bargaining. If I was engaged in a union- 
ized occupation I would most certainly be a member of that union. 

: According to news reports from Washington, 
The Ball Bill Sen. Ball of Minnesota, a Republican, has in- 
troduced a bill in the upper House which, if enacted into law, will 
forbid the closed shop. os. 

The closed shop is one of the two principles I disapprove. The 
other is the “check-off.” If you don’t know what the “check-off”’ is, 
it is compulsory payment, by all workers in a given plant, of union 
dues, by the method of deducting those dues from the pay enve- 
lopes before they are handed out. 

I believe the “check-off’ is wrong and is in violation of the 
basic law of this country, because it is, in effect, allocation of the 
right of taxation to a private organization, the collecting union. And 
I believe the only authority with the legal right to levy taxes is the 


Government, be it Federal, State or local. 

Perhaps the Ball Bill, outlawing the closed shop, 
Closed Shop will become the law of the land, with the Re- 
publicans in control of the Congress and with public opinion sharply 
critical of organized labor as a result of the series of strikes in 
coal mining and other major industries. Organized labor has lost 
ground, in recent years, in public support and has only itself to 
blame. 

I can undefstand, and could easily produce, many reasons in 
support of the closed shop—I can even convince myself, quite 
easily, that it is desirable, because it is essential to union power 
and influence. Nevertheless, I think it is basically wrong, because 
it seeks to make union membership compulsory, on threat of denial 
of the right to work .for a living for a man and his dependents. 
And the right to work for a living, at one’s chosen occupation, is, 
to my mind, a fundamental American right far more vital and 
valuable than any advantage the closed shop may bring. 

Mind you, I would still be a union member #f my craft were 
organized, whether it operated on closed shop basis or not, whether 
it collected my dues through the check-off or otherwise. 

For I am quite sure that organized labor has brought more 
benefits to the working people of America than any other indi- 
vidual or institution. I would regard myself as an ungrateful thus- 
and-so if I worked in an organized industry and did not pay my 
union dues regularly—and voluntarily—if I did not support my 
union wholeheartedly. I would look with utmost disapproval on 
any fellow worker who did not likewise belong to the union. I 
would consider him a parasite accepting benefits without con- 
tributing his rightful share of their cost. 

But, at the same time, I am quite convinced any man has a 
right to stay out of a union, just as I would have the right to join 
it. I deny, completely, any organization the authority to pegalize, 
by refusing him a job, a man for the exercise of his basic liberty 
to decide for himself whether he shall, or shall not, join any group. 


Brand the man who stays out of the union 
Becomes a Slave that has won for him and his fellows better 
working conditions, higher rates of pay, and many other benefits, an 
ungrateful wretch, and I'll agree fully. Still, I contend that, ungrate- 
ful as he may be, low as his ethical standards may have sunk, he still 
cannot be forced to join a union if he would work. If he is, he ceases 
to be a free American working man and becomes a slave. 

No man can foresee what new laws, regarding labor, this Repub- 
lican Congress may enact. I am, basically, a champion of the cause 
of labor. But I insist where the rights inherent in American free- 
dom and in American citizenship conflict with the rules or desires 
of union labor, American freedom and an American’s rights come 
first.

Solution for Political Crises 


Editor’s Note: After the Republican victory in the November 
elections Sen, J. William Fulbright, Democrat, Arkansas. suggested 
that, the interest of national harmony, President Truman. a 
Dem¢grat, should resign In the following dispatch, he reveals how 
he wpuld solve future political crises. 


WASHINGTON—Within the next few days I shall introduce in 
the Senate a proposa: for a constitutional! amendment which wil! 
empower the Congress or the President to call for new genera! 
elections in the interests of a more effective government. 


This amendment provides the machinery whereby a Congress 
and a President of opposite political faiths each can order an 
election whenever the political situation—which might be a stale 
mate—warrants. such action, so that the voters can resolve the 
differences.which exist between the legislative and the executive. 


The amendment would give the President, Vice President and 
mémbers of the House and Senate equal six-year terms—so their 
joint efforts will have concurrency. It would thereby prevent the 
recurrence of the situation existing today where the Congress is 
controlled by the Republicans and the Executive Branch is con- 
trolled by the Democrats. 


Under this amendment, the Congtess by concurrent resolution, 
or the President by executive order, will have the power to pre- 
vide, when it appears desirable, that elections be held in the several 
States to choose the executive and legislative representatives eof 
government. 


. : Such elections would be held the 
Automatic Elections first Tuesday after 90 days from the 
time that such congressional resolution or executive order was 
issued. The amendment would provide that the terms of the Presi- 
dent, Vice President and those of the members of both Houses 
of Congress shall end at noon on the fortieth day following such 
elections, and that all of these new elective terms shal! continue for 
six years unless terminated earlier by subsequent elections. 


This proposal provides further that if an election is not ordered 
by either the Congress or the President, it shall be held at the 
time scheduled for the next presidential election, in this instance 
1948. . The same six-year terms for both branches would apply 
in this election. 


It also would guarantee that in the absence of a special elec- 
tion called at any time during the first six-year terms, new elections 
shall be held automatically each six years hence, dating from the 
time of the first six-year election. : 


American political history has demonstrated that, whenever a 
new President is elected, the Congress is of the same political com- 
plexion. It appears to me that with both presidential and con- 
gressional terms running concurrently, there will be little danger” 
of governmental stalemates such as have developed in the past over 
political divisions—and which may develop now.

My belief is that if this pro- 
For Stronger Government fy i eed te by the Cone 
gress and is submitted to the 48 States for approval and adopted’ 
by them, it will give us a stronger government without destroy- 
ing individual libertiés. 


When this nation was formed, it did not require as strong a 
government as it does now. Today we are forced to play the 
major role in world affairs. In those early days it was necessary 
to provide primarily a framework of government to handle domes- 
tic, rather than international, problems. The common feeling ther 
was that the less government the better. Today, in view of the 
agarcssiveness of Communism, a negative or ineffective govern- 
ment cannot be expectei to survive. 


This amendment should be a thought-provoking matter for every 
American who is concerned with the problems of his government, 
I shall offer it in the hopes that it will be considered as such, 
talked about, debated and then judged on its merits.

Alabama Names Drew To Succeed Thomas 


Ex-Coach

| TUSCALOOSA, Ala., Jan. 
\()—Harold (Red) Drew, 
sippi Rebel head coach for the 
|1946 season and former assistant 
here, was named head coach of 
Alabama’s Crimson Tide today to 
replace the ailing Frank Thomas 
producer of six post season bowl 
'elevens in 16 seasons. 

| Drew’s selection, made today at 
a meeting of the Alabama Fac- 
ulty Committee on Athletics, was 
at the recommendation of Thom- 
as, who will stay on as athletic 
director and head of physical edu- 
cation. 

The changes, both to take effect 
immediately, were announced 
after a brief session of the Ath- 
letic Committee which had been 
called to receive Thomas’ long- 
expected resignation from the 
coaching post. 

Thomas, a former Notre Dame 
quarterback, was ill for the en- 
tire 1946 season and did most of 
coaching chores from a specially- 
rigged chair. His 1946 team, rated 
as one of the top elevens in the 
nation in preseason predictions, 
'was the first of his 16 at Alabama 
ito lose as many as four games. 

In its final contest, however, 
the team won a 24-7 victory over 
‘a highly-favored Mississippt State 
eleven, and rumors were thick 
‘then that the Tide players knew 
‘the game was Thomas’ last as an 
‘active coach. 

Thomas came here in 1931 
-from the University of Georgia, 
'where he had been backfield 
‘coach. He was a quarterback on 
ithe 1920, 1921 and 1922 Notre 
\Dame elevens and was one of 
‘the late Knute Rockne’s most apt 
| pupils. During his 16-year span 
at Alabama, his teams won 114 
games while losing 24 and wack 
seven. 

Four of his clubs, the 1934, 1936, 
| 1937 and 1945 teams were -un- 
beaten in regular play, although 
the 1937 outfit lost to California 
‘in the Rose Bowl. 
| Drew, a veteran coach at 52, is 
'a native of Patton, Maine, and a 
| graduate of Bates College in that 
| State. After coaching experience 
at Trinity College, Hartford,
